The Commission of Women’s 
Concerns (CWC) is still trying to 
implement a central place for 
women on campus. 

When asked about what the 
group was doing, Joanne 
McKim, an instructor in the 
Women’s Studies Division, said, 
“We had a general meeting 
where we decided on an overall 
concept of the People’s Place.’’ 

McKim stated, ‘‘The People’s 
Place would emphasize several 
main concepts. It would be a 
personal growth center dis- 
tinguishable from anything that 
the counseling center is, and 
would contain a special area 
that would meet women's 
concerns.” 

In answering how this would 
relate to the needs of the male 
population on campus, McKim 
said, ‘‘There would be oppor- 
tunities for men to develop their 
own programs and we, as 
women, will not underwrite 
their responsibility by doing this 
programming for them.” 

McKim was also asked, in 
reference to the male students, 
that if the men wanted a center 
or recognition in the People’s 
Place, then they will have to 
apply themselves to make it 
work? She replied, ‘‘That’s right, 
they have to realize that they 
have a need first, and when they 
realize they have a need they 
then can organize a program.” 

McKim added, “‘That is the 
basic principle of human 
liberation.” 

People need to recognize that 
they have needs, and formulate 
a game plan to satisfy those 
needs as a common group. This 
was the main idea that McKim 
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seemed to be portraying. 

The CWC was planninga T- 
shirt day to coincide with the 
College Day on campus. The 
purpose of this was to get more 
Signatures on the peitions to 
open a People’s Place. 

“However, this was cancelled 
because the T-shirts that we had 
ordered did not come in time.” 
McKim explained. 

She then added, ‘We did, 
even without our T-shirts, go out 
and get signatures and were 
able to obtain several hundred 
Signatures. ” 

McKim also said, ‘‘We 
probably have around 1,500 
signatures.’’ However, the total 
count is not, at this time, 
complete. 

McKim stated that the CWC 
now has a dual council; a 
proposal groups and a strategy 
group. 

The main purpose of the 
proposal group is ‘‘to define the 
concept of the People’s Place 
and produce specific details to 
present to the decision makers 
on campus. We are trying ‘to 
eliminate any hazy areas that 
might cause them to think that 
the concept is vagued,” said 
McKim. 

The key objective of the 
strategy group as related by 
McKim is that, ““Once we adopta 
program that can be written up 
into a proposal, then how do we 
accomplish getting this 
accepted and what is the best 
means of presenting this idea so 
that it will be accepted and 
approved?”’ 

The CWC is nearly like a 
political science class which 
offers no credit. “I think the 
students are beginning to

Dr. George Fischbeck’s 
lecture on. Earthquake 
Preparedness last Thursday was 
not only informative, but also 
quite entertaining. 

The humorous meteorologist 
of KABC-TV’s Eyewitness 
News shed some light into the 
problems that an earthquake 
and its possible prediction could 
Cause, and strongly emphasized 
the importance of being 
prepared for such eventuality. 


"He spoke as part of SAC’s 


Emergency Preparedness Day. 
“We don’t know what the 
future holds for us,’’ admitted 
Fischbeck. ‘‘All we can do is be 
prepared just in case,” he 
added. ‘If we are trained on 
what to do either in the wildest 
fire or the strongest earthquake . 
. . well, we probably will be 
able to handle it,’’ he continued. 


Dr. George went on to say that 
people have been and still are 


greatly concerned about 
earthquakes. “‘We all like to 
think of this earth on which we 
Stand as solid ground, but that is 
just not so, my friends,’ he 
asserted. “Boy, from the very 
first moment the ground starts 
moving one direction and then 
the other it’s enough to make 
you change underwear!"’ added 
Fischbeck jokingly. 

The witty weather broad- 
caster is responsible for 
numerous TV documentaries on 
earthquake disasters. He 
admitted that the one filmed in 
Long Beach, although: it’s in 
black and white, is now in its 
seventh rerun and still a winner. 

A member of the Earthquake 
Prediction Task Force, Fischbeck 
meets with the great minds of 
research and earthquake safety, 
on a weekly basis. Below are 
some of the problems that 
demand careful consideration in 
the event of such disaster:

2. Hazardous facilities (and

3. Mass hysteria 
4. Shelters 
5. Evacuation plans 
6. Traffic control 
7. Health hazards due to water 
contamination

10. Alternatives 

“On the subject of prediction, 
it seems that the farther off it is 
made, the less people worry,’’ 
remarked Fischbeck. “Usually, 
by the time they start worrying, 
it’s too late,”’ he added. 

“A valid prediction must be 
exact in three areas: magnitude, 
time and place, and that is not 
easy,” he stated, “especially 
when there are about 500,000 
earthquakes world-wide daily, 
of which at least 1,000 cause 
heavy damage,’ noted 
Fischbeck.

If you are wondering how Dr. 
George became interested in 
weather, it happened when his 
ninth-grade teacher asked him 
questions like, “What makes 
thunder?” Then he knew that 
someday he would be a science 
teacher. 

Fischbeck was raised on a 
farm in New Jersey and as a 
youngster was rather quiet. 
However, when he was 12 
during a summer vacation, his 
father took him along to the 
farmers’ market to help him sell 
truckloads of torffatoes, 
cantaloupes and corn. 

“At first, | felt self-conscious. 
But | soon realized that | had to 
be loud to grab the customer's 
attention,’’ reminisced Dr. 
George. ‘Out of necessity | 
became an outward personality. 
| had to respond to all kinds of 
questions from all sorts of 
people, and to my Surprise, | 
enjoyed it! It was a tremendous 
learning experience,” he added.

More fire crew cutbacks 
could imperil So. Calif 


The toll of the eight fires that destroyed hillsides 
and homes in Southern California and injured 
many has not been fully accounted. For this 
winter, if there is any significant rainfall, we can 
expect mudslides, landslides and floods in the fire- 

. SCarred areas. 

Also, cutbacks in fire protection personel, since 
Proposition 13, have had grim results for some of 
the fire victims who lost their homes. The LA 
Times reported that top fire officials blame the tax- 
relief measure for the shortage of available fire- 
fighters. Homeowners in the Mandeville Canyon 
area who watched their houses burn to the ground 
unchallenged, said they were told by police that 
fire crews were spread too thin to come to their 
aid. 

Los Angeles City Fire Chief John G. Gerald said 
his staff was cut by 10 per cent since the passage 
of Prop. 13. This is what really worries ei DON. For 
Gov. Brown has stated that California State- 
funded agencies have not yet begun to feel the full 
impact of the cutbacks since we are still operating 
off a surplus in the budget. 

The chances of similar events occuring*next 
year, unfortunately, appear to be pretty good, 
especially when the natural events that took place 
and caused the blazes are analysed. 

Last winters severe rainstorms helped produce 
twice the foilage in the hills and small mountains 
surrounding the L.A. basin that these areas 
normally have. The dry summer air, aided by Santa 
Ana wind conditions, left these hilly areas covered 
with some highly flammable dead weeds and 


shrubs. 

Although at one fire scene an incendiary device 
was found, the win is blamed for Starting one 
other blaze. An eyewitness says the strong gust 
blew power lines down and that he saw Sparks 
coming trom the dangling wires. There is no doubt 
that the wind vastly boosted the fires progress. 
Witnesses stated the gusts produced huge 
fireballs reaching 100 feet high. Others, 
especially the brave firemen who fought day and 
night against the blazes, said the walls of flames 
were blowing at them with such great intensity 
they became firestorms. 

These conditions made it impossible for fighters 
to contain some of the blazes before they had 
consumed nearly 200 structures. 

This winter any above average rainfall will have 
a disasterous effect on the areas that were 
completely burned. This includes mud of the 
Santiago Canyon area near SAC. Mud and land 
will certainly. slide down without its ground cover 
to retain moisture. Flood possibilities increase 
also where the foilage has been burnt away. 

All these factors point to the need for fully 
staffed and completely equipped fire and rescue 
service agencies. el DON applaudes the valiant 
efforts of the fire departments that did everything 
they could to save as many homes as possible. 

However, the el DON views Brown's statement 
that Prop. 13 has not had its full impact yet as a 
warning.
